In the argument before the committee the 
republicans cried out against agitation of 
the money question at this time and repu- 
diate@ Gage and the “commission” by 
making the distinct declaration that there 
was no effort, and would likeiy be none, to 
pass a general financial measure through 
the senate committing the country more 
definitely to the gola@ standard. 

The democrats cited Gage and Edmunds, 
showed the undoubted hacking of the ad- 
ministration to their gold standard ideas, 
and argued that despite the claims of these 
republicans, it was evident that every ef- 
fort of the administration was to be put 
forth toward securing legislation to 
strengthen the gold standard.

Editor Writes Congressman Livingston 
a Letter and Receives Reply. 
Washington, January 18.—Editor Black- 


burn, who is a candidate for congress, has 
addressed a letter to Congressman Living- 
ston asking for a division of time in joint 
debate, and the congressman has sent him 
reply. In his letter, Mr. Blackburn says: 

“T have not addressed you a formal an- 
nouncement of my candidacy for congress 
for the reason that in my opinion it is en- 
tirely too early to enter upon an active can- 
vass for this office. I had believed in my 
humble way that the interests of the people 
should be first considered and to ask them 
to divert their minds from necessary crop 
preparations at this time would be nothing 
short of a crime against the agricultural 
welfare of the district. an injustice that 
would be born of inofdinate political self- 
ishness and an arrogant assumption of 
which I could never be guilty. 

“Since you have courteously alluded to 
me in your reply to another candidate for 
this honor and expressed a desire to meet 
me in joint debate I take pleasure in assur- 
ing you of my willingness to respond to 
your suggestion whenever you can leave 
Washington without neglecting the inter- 
ests of the people which you are bound to 
regard. 

“At this time I think, with other obdser- 
vant citizens, that your duties demand 
your presence in congress and I therefore 
cheerfully co-operate with you in the sug- 
gestion that the executive committees of 
the various counties of the district defer 
action in calling primaries until you can 
in justice to the people leave your post of 
duty—and I may add, after the farmers 
have got their crops under good headway. 

“IT know of no rule of courtesy that 
calls upon me to address a similar note to 
Mr. Felder—but shall avail myself of the 
pleasure of extending a like invitation to 
Mr. Branan, our mutual competitor. 
‘All this is merely preliminary, however, 
and vou and Mr. Branan and myself can 
arrange the terms of debate after the ac- 
tion of the district and county committees.

BALLOTING BEGINS 
@ IN MARYLAND 


Gorman’s Friends Say He Has a Slight 
Chance to Win the Battle, 


INCUMBENT LEADS THE RACE 


R:-publicans So Badly Split They Can- 
not Agree on a Candidate. 


THE SITUATION IS IN GREAT UNCERTAINTY 


Eleveu of the Majority with the Dem- 
ccrets Can Elect or Make a Last- 
ing Deadlock. 


Annapolis, Md., January 18.—The first bal- 
lot in the Maryland legislature for a suc- 
cessor to Arthur P. Gorman in the United 
States senate was taken today, each branch 
balloting separately with the following re- 
sult: 

McComas, 3%; Shew, 11; Shryock, 3; Find- 
lay, 2; Parran, 6; Mulliken, 1; Barber, 6; 
Urno, 1; Gorman, 43; Lowndes, 1; Page, 1 
Total, 109. 

Necessary to a choice, 55. 

The candidates are Judge Louis E. Mc- 
Comas, of Washington county; Major Alex- 
ander Shaw, General Thomas J. Shryock, 
ex-Congressman J. V. Findlay, all of Balti- 
more city; Thomas Parran, Colonel J. C. 
Mulliken, Congressman Isaac A. Barber 
and Milton G. Turner. 

But one ballot was taken and this leaves 
the situation as much involved in uncer- 
tainty as it was before the voting began. 
The preliminary skirmishing has been at- 
tended with great bitterness and dissen- 
sion in the ranks of the repubiicans, who 
have a considerable majority in both 
houses. 

These dissensions have rendered it impos- 


sible to bring about a republican caucus | ent 


and there seems to be little probability that 
this method of settling the dispute will be 
resorted to in the near future. 

The first break in the republican ranks 
came two weeks ago, when eleven mem- 
bers of the house of delegates from Balti!- 
more city refused to caucus on the speaker- 
ship an@ by effecting a coalition with the 
democrats elected one of their own number 
to that office. Numgrous attempts have 
since bees made to get the seceders back 
in line, but they remain in their position. 
Without at least two of their number the 
republicans are powerless to elect any one, 
and with the aid of the democratic vote 
the ‘“‘faithful eleven,’® as they have been 
nicknamed, may at any time elect a man 
of their own choosing, or cause a deadlock 
until the end of the session. With this 
possibility in view the Qemocrats are using 
every possible means to foment tne dis- 
cord. 

Such a situation naturaily gives rise to 
all manner of conjecture and speculation 
and there are many who believe that it 
may yet be possible for Senator Gorman 
to succeed himself, if he can carry the 
next legislature election in November, 1899. 
This possibility is, however, admitted by 
the democratic leadérs to be a very remote 
one. 

Tomorrow at noon balloting will be re. 
sumed, this time in joint session, and will 
be continued until a result is reached. 


BOTH SIDES ARE DETERMINED 


St.ikers Made No Demonstrations in 
the East Yesterday.

SITUATION CLOSELY WATCHED 


Men Out of Work Sure of Being 
Provided for During Three 
Months. 


Boston, January 18.—Grim determination 
on the part of both sides, coupled with a 
defined issue between employer and em- 
ployee, as well as practically an absence 
of any sign of demonstration, were the 
features of the second day in the great 
strike in the cotton industry. 

As yesterday, interest centered 
entirely in the strike at New IJeidford., 
where the disturbances of yesterday led 
to the belief that similar demonstrations 
might be attempted today. Nothing of the 
kind occurred and the strikers strengthen- 
el their cause by making the question of 
fines a definite issue witb the mill owners. 

It is just possible that an agreement 
on this question may lead to some satisfac- 
tory ending of the whole matter in that 
city, although at present such an ontcome 
seems distant. The matter of jinancial 
support to the strikers was generally dis- 
cussed, not only in New Bedford. Lut in 
Biddeford, Saco and Lewiston, Me.. and 
while the union. strikers seem to 
anxiety regarding the 
the non-union men who are out fear they 
may not receive sufficient support. 

In Fall River the superintendent «of the 
King Philip mill, where there is a strike. 
went so far as agreeing to remedy union 
grievances, but other than this there ap- 
pears no breach in the line of the manu- 
facturers during the day. The 100,000 opera- 
tives in all six of the New England states 
are watching the contest in New Beéford 
Saco and Biddeford, ceay closely.

Unless Hawaii Is Annexed, 


TEN WEEKS IS HIS LIMIT 


Alabama Senator Declares the Pacific 
Xslands Control Trade of the Orient. 


SOME POWER SURE TO GOBBLE THEM UP 


Morgan Addresses Senate for Three 
Hours, Urging Adoption of the 
Treaty with Hawaii. 


Washington, January 18.—Senator Mor- 
gan occupied the attention of the senate 
during the entire time of the executive 
session today in the presentation of his 
views on the subject of annexation of the 


Hawalian islands. 

This was the second installment of the 
senator’s speech, and when he concluded, 
a few minutes after 5 o’clock, he had not 
then reached the end. He spoke for about 
three hours today and his speech was a 
general presentation of the importance of 
the islands to the United States. He dwelt 
especially upon the military importance 
of the islands, quoting General Schofield 
and Captain Mahan, the eminent authority 
on naval affairs, at length in support of 
his position that the islands were a natu- 
ral outpost of the United States and neces- 
sary to the proper protection of our west- 
ern. coast and of our general commerce in 
case of war. 

Mr. Morgan predicted that if the United 
States did not take advantage of the pres- 
opportunity to acquire the islands, 
there would be war between th’'s country 
and some other power within ten weeks. 
It was not, he said, within the bounds of 
possibilities, in view of the present FEuro- 
pean competition for territory in Asia, that 
the Hawaiian islands should be allowed to 
remain independent for any length of time 
after the United States should finaily an- 
nounce their determinatio not fo make 
them a part of American territory. 

‘Does the senator from Alabama mean 
to say,” interrupted Senator Pettigrew, 
“that the Hawaiian government would vol- 
untarily seek the protection of some other 
power and thus forego the great advantage 
these islands now enjov in their reciprocity 
arrangement with the United States. which 
results in our remitting to them annually 
not less than $6,000,000?" 

To this question Senator Mergan replied 
that the reciprocity treaty had been Ne- 
gotiated for the purpose of giving this 
country cheap sugar. He said that it had 
been of greater benefit to the United States 
than it had been to Hawaii, because it haa 
accomplished its purpese of miaking cheap- 
er one of our great commodities and one 
of the necessities of every tmusehold. 

“We want.” he said, “net @Mly the sugar 
frem Hawaii, but. cheape® teffee .as.. well 
as well and many other nevessary articles 
could be grown in those islands,’’ 

The senator displayed a number of large 
maps, from which he contended that the 
islands were in the roadway of commerce 
between our western coast and.the orient, 
and said that all ships, whether laden 
with the articles of commerce or the muni- 
tions of war,’ must necessarily pass them 
in going % and fro between this countrv 
and the Atlantic coast, and thus, he said, 
the nation which controls Hawaii will con- 
trol the commerce of the east. 

In closing he said that failure to annex 
the islands meant inevitable bloodshed and 
the responsibility for that, bloodshed would 
rest upon the senate of the United States 
for its failure to nerform its duty at this 
critical hour in the history of the two 
countries,

DECLARES NO LOSS TOO GREAT FOR PURPOSE 


Belligerent Talk Arouses the British 
Wiiters and Bold, Fearless Lines 
Are Written. 


London, January 18.—The country gericr- 
ally is greatly . pleased by the announce- 
ment made by the chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, Sir Michael] Hicks-Beach, at Swan- 
sea last night, in which he re-eochoed the 
Previous declarations of Mr. Balfour, at 
Manchester, on the Indian policy of the 
eovernment and added that the ministers 
Were determined, even at the cost of war, 
that the door of Chinese commerce should 
not be shut to Great Britain. 

This declaration is recognized as clearly 
defining the government’s position and 
both the liberal and conservative newspa- 
pers comment on the plain speaking. 

The Globe this afternoon says: 


“What we want in China is trade. We 
want to make a market for the commerce 
of the whole world. Sir Michacl Hicks- 
Beach’s announcement of the determination 
of the government is clear and resolute, 
and will tend to peace. It is a pity that 
other cabinet ministers have not spoken 
thus On other occasions. When the loan is 
definitely settled, Russia, France and Ger- 
many will have to let us know. not only 
whether they intend to acquiesce in the 
principle we have laid down, but they will 
have to be definitely asked to give a plain 
answer on the specific points which have 
been discussed. In carrying out the policy 
promulgated, the government will have the 
support of the people of this country and 
also of two countries who above all others 
are eminently concerned. Both the United 
States and Japan recognize the wisdom-and 
the benefits which are likely to be derived 
from ports free and open.”’ 

The St. James Gazette also believes that 
the firm statement ‘‘tends to peace.”’ 

The Fall Mall Gazette says: 

“The government ts determined that the 
Chinese door shall be kept open even at 
the cost of war. These are grave words. 
but they would be more serious still if thev 
did not represent a serious iutention. Tt is 
the power that talks of war and then re- 
coils from acting that gets embro:led.”’

“SIERRA MADRE LINE” OPENED. 


Coveinor- Ahumada Attends Ceremo- 
nies on the Mexican Border. 

El Paso, Tex., January 18.—The last cere- 
mony connected with the official itnaugu- 
ration of the Rio Grande, Sierra Madre 
and Pacific railway was performed in 
Ciduad Juarez, Mexico, this morning, when 
Governor Miguel Ahumada, acting for him- 
self and as the representative of Presi- 
dent Diaz, officially christened the railway 
the “Sierra Madre line.” 

The governor was attenc@d by his mili- 
tary staff, together with many prominent 
citizens of the republic, and the day was 
Observed as a holiday. Military bands from 
Chihuah’'a were in attendance. 

Governor Ahumada, in his speech, with 
much feeling, referred to the wonderfully 
ravid construction of the new railway. 

George Rowland, of New York, secretary 
of the company, and J. P. Ramsey, eener- 
al manager, replied to the governor, par- 
ticularly referring to growing love and 
good will between the two republics. 

The railway has just been completed and 
is 150 miles in length, extending from this 
city to Casas Grandez, in the state ef Chi- 
fuahua. Casas Grandez is located in the 
eastern foothil's of the Sierra Madre moun- 
tains, so famous for their mineral weaith. 
Across the range from Casas Grandez is 
iccated the famous and fabulously rich 
Aqui gold fleld.

Washington, January 17.—(Spec'al.)—The 
republicans were run to cover agaln today 
on the Cuban quest'on.

Bailey, speaking for the democrats, the 
republican leaders refused? to say that the 
house was at any time to be given‘an 
opportunity to consider the Morgin bellig- 
erency resolutions. 
_ It was a complete expose of the repub- 
lican policy which ‘is controlled by those 
interested in Spanish bonds. The episode 
Was the one exciting bit of life of the 
day’s routine in congress. 

It was brought on by an amendment to 
the diplomatic and consular appropriation 
bill submitted by DeArmond, of Missouri, 
the effect of which was to recognize the 
belligerency of Cuba. This brought on an 
exciting debate, in the course of 
Mr. Bailey challenged Mr. Hitt, chairman 
of the house committee on fore'gn rela- 
tions, making the declaration that if Chair- 
man Hitt would give the democrats as- 
6urance that the house would within a 
reasonable time be given an opportunity 
to consider the Morgan belligerency reso- 
lutions, which the senate has adopted and 
which are now before the house, this 
amendment would be withdrawn. 

Hitt refused to repiy. Dingley was run 
to cover in the same way. 

The DeArmond resolution was ruled not 
germane to the bill and there was a fight 
to secure its consideration. In this Hon. 
William Henry Fleming, of Georgia, again 
demonstrated his powers of leadership by 
voting with the republicans. To be sure 
he had no followers from the democratic 
ranks, but it was not his fault that he 
was alone. He was applauded by the re- 
publicans and some thoughtless and unfeel- 
ing democrats were inclined to criticise: 
but the statesman from the tenth squared 
himself with wis conscience and was 
happy. 

Session in Detail. 

Mr. Hitt, chairman of the committee on 
foreign relations, then called up the diplo- 
matic and consular appropriation bill. Mr. 
Builey objected to any limitation on the 
general debate. 

The bill carries $1,729,008. an increase of 
$33,700 over the law for the current year. 

As soon as the enacting clause had been 
reached Mr.. DeArmond, democrat, of Mis- 
sourl, offered an amendment to recognize 
the Cuban insurgents as belligerents. Mr. 
Hitt raised the point of order that the 
amendment was new législation and ob- 
noxious to the rules of the house.

The autonomy offered by Spain, the de- 
clared, was a revolting mockery, a shhm 
and a delusion. He warned the other side 
that the question could not be evaded or 
dodged: that with this opportunity before 
them they could not go back to their con- 
Stituents and plead the rules as an excuse 
for non-action.

Mr. Bailey, the democratic leader, re-en- 
forced the views of Mr. DeArmond, argu- 
ing that a proposition to recognize a state 
of war in Cuba was certainly germane to 
this bill, It had been his purpose, he said, 
to have offered the senate Cuban belliger- 
ency resolution as an amendment. The cli- 
max of his speech came when he offered to 
withdraw the amendment if Mr. Hitt, the 
chairman of the foreign affairs committee, 
would give assurances that the senate reso- 
lution would receive consideration within 
a reasonable time. 

The democrats applauded this challenge. 
He paused to await Mr. Hitt’s answer, but 
Mr. Hitt did not rise. 

“The gentleman (Hitt),”’ added Mr. Bal- 
ley, “is as silent as the republican party 
on this question.”’ 

Again the democrats 
galleries also applauded, 

Then Mr. Hitt rose, but instead of reply- 
ing to Mr. Bailey’s challenge, he called 
the attention of the chair to the fact that 
Mr. Bailey was not discussing the point of 
order.

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Currency Committee Is Plying Questions 
To Him Rapidly. 


HE ATTEMPTS TO ANSWER 


Cuai'rman Shows That Quantity of 
Gold Required Is Too Great. 


OBJECT TO MUTUAL RESPONSIBILITY 


Gage Declares That Gold Should Be 
the Basis To Relieve All 
Uncertainty. 


Washington, January 18.—Secretary Gage 
proceeded today with the currency hearing 
before the house committee on banking 
and currency. Today’s hearing took a gen- 
eral range, with a view to developing Mr. 
Gage’s views on. general financial ques- 
tions and his judgnwnt on various meas- 
ures, including his own for currency re- 
vision. 

Chairman Walker in a series of questions 
sought to show that the guaranty required 
in the Gage bill’ and the monetary Dill on 
unsecured ciréulation. was too great, thus 
imposing an enerous burden on the banks 
far beyond the’ losses which experience 
has shown would occur. Mr. Gage said 
that the safety fund in his bill was placed 
at a point which he regarded safe, and if 
found too high it could be reduced. 

Ex-Secretary Fairchild said it. was felt 
that in a strain of this character it had 
deemed best to make the guaranty too 
great rather than too liitle. 

Mr. Gage stated in this connection his 
objections to the plan of imposing mutual 
responsibility on all banks as proposed in 
the monetary commission Dill. It would 
be an unfortunate requrement, he felt, as 
it would operate to keep desirable banks 
from entering the system and imposing on 
themselves a _ responsibility for outside 
banks. The banker, as a rule, did not 
want to be responsible for losses other 
than his own. Whether the guaranty was 
to be by a 2-per cent tax on banks as he 
provided or by a mutual guaranty from all 
banks as the commission provided, or some 
other adequate plan, Mr. Gage said he was 
willing to concede this detail so long as 
some safe security for the redemption of 
the bank notes was provided. 

The committee occupied the afternoon g0o- 
ing over the Walker currercy Dill. 

Chairman Walker sought to show that of 
the currency bills pending his stood the 
best chance of passage; that it was least 
objectionable. because, while accomplishing 
similar results, it did not fiaunt before the 
minority interests the direct preamble dec- 
laration as to the gold unit of standard. 
It would, he said, absolutely relieve the 
government of having anything to do with 
the current redemption of money of any 
nature and from’ keeping anything except 
an ordinary exchequer balance as in a pri- 
vate establishment. 

Secretary Gage, referring to the state- 
ment of purpose in the Gage bill as to 
‘fixing the gold standard more firmly,” 
briefly explained why it was best to in- 
corporate that declaration, The obligations 
of the United States, he said, are payable 
in coin. There is a decp dispute as to what 
that means. On the one side of the congress 
it is said the government can pay in silver; 
the other says gold only, otherwise the 
government is guilty of bad faith and dis- 
honesty as to obligations. 

So long as thére is doubt there will be a 
constant pressure to open the way for the 
payments in silver and the contention was 
that better assurance of ‘maintaining the 
gold standard than 
given the country. So the secretary thought 
it was the wisest plan to make the positive 
and unequivocal declaration as to the pur- 
poses of the bill. 

Secretary Gage and ex-Secretary Fair- 
child will be before the committee again to- 
morrow. 


CCNSUL MASON MAKES REPORT. 


— 


Shows the Real “Extent of American 


Ccmpetition in Europe. 

Washington, January 18.—The clearest 
exposition of the real extent of American 
competition in Europe ever presented offi- 
clally probably is that given in a report 
to the state department from Frank Mason, 
United States consul] general at Frankfort, 
and published in the daily consular reports. 

Mr. Mason treats the subject broadly, 
but naturally he finds the main points for 
his theme directly under his own cbserva- 
tion in Germany, where the struggle is 
now most bitter. He recounts the various 
matters that have been considered and 
others that are now before [European 
governments looking t@ co-operate in refer- 
ence to the encroachment of American 
trade and enterprise on European morkets, 
but concludes that as to food, certainly 
there can be no successive combination tu 
make the cost greater. notwithstanding the 
strong agrarian agitation. 

In manufactures America has been mak- 
ing inroads in Burope beyond the common 
knowledge and Mr. Mason points out scme 
lines in which we have cverwhelmed cppo- 
sition and says that in spite of the teach- 
ings of European economists in those lines, 
the scepter of economical production with 
highest wages has passed from tne old 


world to the new.

THE SITUATION DISCUSSED 


Progress of the Scale Committee Was 
Slow—New Scale May Cause 
Trouble. 


Chicago) January 18.—Two very brief 
sessions were held by the joint convention 
of bituminous coal operators and miners 
today. The scale committce uppointed yes- 
terday made but little progress and pend- 
ing the receipt of a report from them the 
convention adjourned until tomorrow.

He Is Charged with the Killing of 
Bud Harrell—Other Interésting 
Macon News. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., January 18.—(Special)—This morn- 
ing at 11:30 o'clock the jury in the Bibb 
superior court acquitted R. 8S. Dennington 
of the murder of L. W. Halstead. “The 
jury was out on the case about thirty 
minutes. The aged ‘moth¢r of Dennington 
was sitting by his side when the verdict 
was announced. She received it with great 
joy. Charles Reid and his wife were also 
in the courtroom at the time the verdict 
was rendered, and they were highly pleased 
over. the result. From the character of the 
testimony yesterday, the public expected a 
verdict of acquittal. 

The proceedings opened this morning by 
Attorney Jordan resuming his argument 
for the defense. Judge Felton delivered an 
able charge. He said that un’ess the jury 
had evidence before it to show that Den- 
nington had aided and incited Reid to kill 
Halstead, he was not guilty. The evidence 
yesterday was to the effect that Denning- 
ton did not aid or incite Reid to kill 
Halstead. 

It is not known when, if ever, Mrs. 
Charley Reid will be tried, now that Den- 
nington has been acquitted. If Dennington 
had been convicted, Mrs. Reid would have 
been placed on trial at once. Her case 
goes over at least for this term, and the 
jurors have been discharged. Reid will 
be carried back to the Durham coal mine. 

Menza Davis on Trial. 

After the jury had retired on the Den- 
mington case in the superior court, Menza 
Davis, colored, was put on trial for the 
murder of Bud Harrell, at the house of 
Annie Rigsby, last summer. The case has 
excited a great deal of public interest. The 
dece was a well-known young white 
man. On the fatal night in question he 
was at the house of the Rigsby woman 
with a male friend. They were on the in- 
side of the house, the door locked. Some 
One came to the house and called for An- 
nie Rigsby. Harrell put on a dress and 
bonnet of the woman and went on the cut- 
side to imitate the woman. In ae few 
moments several pistol shots were fired 
by the man whe had called for Annie 
Rigsby. Harrell fell mortally wounded and 
‘died in a few hours at the hospital, where 
he was carried soon after being shot. The 
direct cause of the shooting, and the iden- 
tity of the person who did the shooting re- 
mained in mystery several days, but final- 
ly City Detective Patterson, who had been 
hard at work on the case, gathered what 
in his opinion was sufficient evidence, and 
he arrested Menza Davis, a colored man, 
as the murderer. It is claimed that Davis 
and the white woman, Annie Rigsby, had 
been on friendly terms, but had fallen out, 
and going to the house of the woman, 
wanted admission. One theory is that 

hen Harrell went out of the house at-

tired in woman's apparel, Davis, supposing 


the person to be Annie Rigsby, shot her 
in a fit of anger. Harrell and his male 
friend had gone to the woman’s house 
that night, at her request, for her protec- 
tion, it being alleged that she was afraid 
Davis would kill her, as he had been mak- 
ing threats against her. Parties have 
testified that they saw Davis running from 
the direction of Annie Rigsby’s house im- 
mediately after the shooting. Since the 
killing, Annie Rigsby has been serving a 
sentence on the chaingang for drunken- 
ness and disorderly conduct.

parents who insist on having their chil- 
dren’s minds turned away from good 
literature and weakened by studying 
that which they cannot understand and 
which would do them no good if they 
could. 

The Sun makes a crushing reply to its 
correspondent, and then gives him this 
piece of advice: 

Has he been reading an English gram- 
Smar? Then he has been reading a work by 
the side of which even a report of the feder- 
‘al department of agriculture or a speech 
made by the Hon. John Brooks Leavitt 
peems almost intelligible and valuable. There 
mever ‘was an English grammar that didn’t 
derken understanding. The whole pack of 
(nglish grammar is but a set of fossilized 
rules and obiter dicta about this wonderful, 
filimitable, and passionately living speech. 
Use your English grammar, if heaven has 
‘been so.harsh to you as to give you one, 
‘for fuel in winter, or for cigar lighters in 
‘tthe furnaceless and grateless months. Burn 
‘#t, esteemed Phiiadelphian! It is an igno- 
rant and a presumptuous heretic and sin- 
‘ner against our sacred English speech. 
iSo you may grow in knowledge of that 
lspeech, and be healthy and fortunate, not 

me few, but very many years. 

There are many sober-minded per- 

ns, as well as many teachers whose 
“minds remain at the dead level of text- 
“pooks, who will resent the foregoing 
*~ptatement. And even those who have 
their suspicions about the utility of what 
is called English grammar, will say that 
The Sun is too extreme. 

But every word we have quoted from 
The Sun is the truth—as true in what is 
implied as in what is charged. ‘There 
is nothing better calculated to cause a 
young mind to close itseif resolutely 
against all knowledge than the dreary 
task of trying to master those monu- 
ments to folly:that are called English 
grammar. There is only one reason 
why a pupil cannot understand them, 
but that reason is fatal to their useful- 
ness. It is because they bear no just, 
or reasonable, or harmonious relation to 
the speech with which they preiend to 
Gceal. 

It would be far better for pupils of 
ten years if the so-called English gram- 
mars were thrown away, and an ele- 
mentary Latin grammar substituted. 
There, at least, he will find harmony 
and a certain rhythmic simplicity that 
will appeal to his ear if not to his mind.

When the commissioners arrived in 
England, after visiting France and Ger- 
many, everything seemed to be in their 
favor. They found the government 
willing to listen to their proposals, and 
the hour seemed most auspicious. This 
wasin June. The British cabinet asked 
for time in which to frame a reply to 
the joint proposals of France and the 
United States. 

It was at this moment that the ad- 
ministration began te-get in its deadly 
work, in accordance with the contract 
made by Mark Hanna. Mr. Gage, the 
secretary of the treasury, wrote letters 
to certain New York bankers declaring 
that bimetallism was dead, that there 
wasno ehance foran_ international 
agreement, and that the only thing for 
this country to do was to permanently 
adopt the gold standard. 

These letters were at once carried to 
London by eertain New York bankers 
and exhibited to British officials. Mr. 
Wolcott pretends to believe that the 
letters were forgeries, but so far from 
being forgeries, they were part of a 
well-concocted scheme. Another part 
of the same scheme was the message 
of President McKinley, sent to congress 
in July, at the very moment when the 
British cabinet was debating its reply 
to our envoys. 

In this message, Mr. McKinley gave 
the clearest and most unmistakable in- 
dorsement to the Indianapolis plan--and 
this was an indorsement of the gold 
standard. Mr. Wolcotitt seems to still 
believe that Mr. McKinley is a bimetal- 
list, and that the president’s financial 
views are publicly and boldly misrepre- 
sented by the declarations of Secretary 
Gaze. 

But does Mr. Wolcott really believe 
this? Probably not, The mildest man- 
nered president would not permit a sec- 
retary of the treasury to fly in his face 
with such utterances as Mr. Gage has 
made, and to appear before a house com- 
mittee advocating a measure directly

A Remarkable Briton. 


Within tthe last few days one of the | 


most striking figures on the political 


stage of Great Britain has quietly passed | 


from the world’s gaze. 

The distinguished Briton to whom ref- 
erence is made is the late Hon. Charles 
Pelham Villiers, who sat as a member 
of the house of commons for more than 
sixty years continuously, and died in the 
active service of the government at the 
advanced age of ninety-six years. 

Mr. Villiers entered the house of com- 
mons for the first time in 1835. Mr. 
Gladstone had taken his seat in that 
body some two years earlier, but he does 
not hold the record over Mr. Villiers 
for the reason that his service in the 
house was broken by frequent interrup- 
tions, while Mr. Villiers occupied his 
seat continuously. In the long range 


of English history the splendid tTecord | 


of Mr. Villiers is without precedent. 
On this side of the Atlantic there is 
no revord which can bear comparison 
with it. senator Morrill, cf Vermont, 
more nearly approaches it than any one 
else. He has continuously occupied a 
seat in the United States senate for 
thirty-one years, and is just at the be- 
ginning of a term which he may live to 
finish. If he serves his term out his 
record of service will measure thirty-six 
years, and as he will then be ninety- 
three years of age, it is hardly probable 
that it will be still further extended.

Our Spanish Policy. 

The Philadelphia Press says that “in 
a nutshell the policy of this government 
is to give the Sagasta government all 
the rope it needs in Cwhba, and the au- 
tonomy scheme will ultimately do the 
rest.”

The Marseilles Outbreak. 

With the recent demonstration in 
Marseilles against the Jews, growing 
out of the exposures which M. Zola has 
made of certain French officers, there 
can be little sympathy felt on this side 
of the Atlantic. 

In the first place the courageous spir- 
it which M. Zola has evinced in daring 
to criticize the French officers, who are, 
no doubt, guilty of the charges brought 
against them, calls for the enthusiastic 
admiration of Americans, as there is 
no right which they are more jealous 
of themselves than the right of free 
speech. 

In the second place, no offense which 
M. Zola, or any one else could possibly 
commit, would be sufficient in the eyes 
of this country to warrant such pro- 
ceedings as have recently taken place in 
Marseilles. For the Hebrew race, the 
world over, the American people enter- 
tains the profoundest feelings of respect, 
This is due not only to the sacred tra- 
ditions of the race, but also to the fact 
that some of the most progressive, pub- 
lic-spirited and patriotic citizens of this 
country are Hebrews. In view of this 
fact Americans can hardly do less than 
enter their most emphatic protest 
against the Marseilles demonsitration. 

The wholly unjust and irrational out- 
break of the populace in Marseilles is 
more suggestive of the middle ages than 
of the nineteenth century, and shows 
that neither justice nor civilization in 
France has reached that degree of evo- 
lution to which they have attained in 
the United States.

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4A Travesty Upon Religion, 

Seldom has a graver outrage been 
committed upon the fair name of reli- 
gion in this country than the one briefly 
outlined in The Constitution’s special 
news dispatch from Bourbon, Ind., yes- 
terday morning. 

As a grand climax to a most sensation- 
al and startling discourse on the devil 
delivered by one of the leading clergy- 
men of Bourbon on last Sunday even- 
ing, 


burst into the church door with the an- 
nouncement that he had come to carry 
off the congregation. Of course disor- 
der and confusion followed; children 
shrieked, and nervous women fainted; 
and in the general scramble which last- 
ed for some time, the church building 
caught on fire. Efforts to save it proved 
unavailing, and the handsome edifice 
Was soon reduced to ruins. On the 
following morning it was ascertained 
that the party who undertook to imper- 
sonate the devil was none other than 
the clergyman’s own son. 

While there is ncthing in the news 
dispatch which criminates the clergy- 
man himself, the affair is not without 
suspicious circumstances, and may yet 
involve him when the whole truth is 
found out. It is barely possible that in 
order to accentuate the vivid language 
of his discourse, the clergyman may have 
inspired the dramatic episode, little 
dreaming of the consequences which 
might follow. Again, the burden of 


the whole affair may rest solely upon | 


the shoulders of the son. 


Whatever the truth of the affair may | 


be, it calls for prompt and vigorous 
treatment. Such outrages upon things 
sacred should not pass unrebuked; and 
if the clergyman in question is at all 
responsible for the travesty upon re- 
ligion with which his discourse termin- 
ated on last Sunday evening, he should 
never be allowed to preach ‘again. If 
he ig innocent of any criminal partici- 
pation in the outrage, the proof there- 
of should be immediately forthcoming. 

This leads us to observe that the 
curse of the modern pulpit is sensational- 
ism. 

There is too much of the drama and 
not enough of the plain and simple gos- 
pel in many of the discourses which 
emanate from our modern pulpits. Al) 
advance is not progress; and this is spe- 
cially true of the innovating spirit which 
is creeping over religious forms and 
methods.

I want to say in 
all frankness that from now until the 
state convention is he'd I shall take no 
part in any political affair and shall not 
seek to help or hinder any man. When my 
party makes its nominations I ehall- take 
the stump in their behalf and do ali I 
can to swell the majority which our candi- 
dates deserve. But I do not want anybody 
to get the idea that I have retired from 
the race with a view to helping somebody 
else. I consulted no other candidate before 
announcing my decision not to run, and f 
did not enter into even the semblance of a 
deal with any of them. From now on I 
propose to be no more of a factor in the 
gubernatorial contest than I was before 
my name had ever been suggested.”’ 


The attorney genera! spoke with an em- 
phasis which showed how earnest and hon- 
est he was in his announcement, and no 
one who knows him wil) doubt for a mo- 
ment that he means what he says. But 
his supporters may do otherwise. Most of 
them are disappointed at his abrupt re- 
tirement, and one, at least, is likely to 
show his sore displeasure. That one is 
Governor Atkinson. When the governor 
left for his trip to Mexico it was with the 
belief that there would be no political de- 
velopment of much account until his re- 
turn. He told his friends to sit steady in 
the boat during his absence and to let 
things move along easily for the next few 
weeks, expressing the belief that there 
were no worms in sight this year for the 
early political bird to get a whack at. 

But under the fierce onslaughts of the 
Candier men the friends of Mr. Terrell 
couldn’t sit steady in the boat. For the 
past few days the political waters have 
raged all about them and their telegrams 
to ‘Mexico have brought only repies to “go 
slow,’’ and ‘‘keep quiet.” and “let things 
wait.” It was very easy to give this ad- 
vice, but it was not so easy to follow it. 
Mr. Terrell looked the situation over as 
calmly as he could, and when he had 
canvassed it, with no regard to the solici- 
tation of his good friend in Mexico he sent 


for his stenographer and dictated his pub- | 


lic announcement of withdrawal. In it he 
said he loved Governor Atkinson just as 
much as he ever did, but that a short 
range view of Georgia politics made it 
necessary for him to act without waiting 
for the return of the Mexican expedition. 


The governor will not be back until the 
first of the month, but good political guess- 
ers have already guesteJ on all sides of the 
question of the possibility of his supporting 
another candidate. They have guessed 
Jenkins and Berner and duBignon and 
Candler. They have guessed themselves 


| all around a circle and have come back 
_to the point at which they started. Which 


means that they are entirely in the dark 
as to the future, and have but little on 
which to base intelligent speculation. 
Many telegrams have been’sent to the 
governor, but his replies seem to indicate 
that he does not know that Mr. Terrell 
has actually stepped out of the race. He 


1s advising that no action be taken for the 
| present. 


To those who are not politicians, how- 
ever, the question naturally arises: If Mr. 
Terrell ‘withdrew because the governor 
favored his candidacy, how is any other 
man to win whom the governor may sup- 
port? It is difficult to find an answer to 
the quest‘on, and those who have wrestled 
And 
that conclusion is that the next governor 
of Georgia is the quiet-mannered, white- 
whiskered, strong-faced little man who 
has wiped up the floor with every oppo- 
nent who ever faced him in the political 
arena, and who is now holding down the 
Office of secretary of state. One may twist 
and turn the proposition in a dozen differ- 
ent ways, but In the end the same result 
is shown. 


The canvass of the state made by Colo- 
nel Candler’s friends has shown a popular 
demand for him that cannot easily be ax- 
aggerated. With no thought of aiding him 
at this juncture one is simply telling the 
plain truth in gaying that his campaign is 
In such shape at present as to discourage 
the very strongest men that could be put 
up against him. With but few exceptions 
all of Mr. Terrell’s friends in this vicinity 
yesterday hastened to assure Candler of 
their support, and news from over the 
state is to the same effect. His formal 
acceptance of the numerous requests of 
Georgia democrats that he stand for gov- 
ernor will be made public witnin the next 
few days, and if he has developed so much 
strength before he is actually a candidate, 
it can only be estimated how he will stand 
when he steps boldly out into the open. 


The Constitution yesterday communicated | 


with Messrs. du Bignon, Berner and Jenk- 
ins, but neither’ would give any definite 
answer to a direct interrogation as to 
their intentions. Mr. duBignon answered 
that he had not make up his mind on the 
subject, and Mr. Berner said he was in 
the hands of his friends. Certain persons 
very close to Speaker Jenkins expressed 
the belief that he would enter the race, 
but he declined to make any personal 
Statement. While these three distinguished 
gentlemen are in doubt as to their future 
course the Candler people are claiming 
that their fight is already won, and it is 
unquestionably true that they are possessed 
of an enthusiasm that is rapidly spreading 
throughout the state. 


Mr. Terrell’s statement has served also 
to encourage the already sanguine friends 
of Senator Phil Cook, who announced a 
week ago as a candidate for secretary of 
state. It means that Senator Harry F. 
Dunwody will not be an aspirant for at- 
torney general, and that the claim cannot 
be made that south Georgia ts demanding 
more than her share of statehouse offices.

“It has been reported that the committee 
in charge of the arrangements for the 
‘possum supper at Newnan, on December 
Zlst, complimentary to Governor Atkinson 
and the statehouse officials, neglected to 
invite Senator A. O. Bacon. On December 
2ith Senator Bacon himself stated that he 
had not received an invitation. On Jan- 
uary 2d he repeated this statement to a 
reporter for The Telegraph at Macon, and 
the impression created by this publication 
was that he had been deliberately slighted. 
The committee has borne patiently the 
numerous criticisms evoked by the rumor 
referred to, expecting tha: Senator Bacon 
would correct it through the same medium 
which gave it publicity. 

‘He has not done so, and therefore the 
committee feels constrained to make the 
following statement regarding the matter, 
to-wit: ‘That portion of the invitation list 
which embraced the United States senators, 
congressmen, statehouse officials, supreme 
court judges, circuit judges and members 
of the press was not taken up until Decem- 
ber 27th. On that day invitations were 
issued to each person included in the list, 
the only exception being Senator Clay, 
whose invitation was mailed a day or so 
earlier, accompanied by a letter from the 
committee inviting him to respond to a 
toast. 

“There was no discrimination, for 
political or other reasons. The _ gentle- 
men whose names have been discussed 
as possible or prebable candidates for the 
governorship were likewise invited. lt was 
purely a social function, all criticism and 
comment to the contrary, notwithstanding. 
and the committee was not control'ed in 
the least by political considerations in 
makine up the invitation list. 

‘‘In justice to the committee, therefore, as 
well as to the citizens of Newnan who as- 
sisted in giving the entertainment, the pub- 
lication of the following letter from Sena- 
tor Bacon is respectfully requested: 

‘Macon, Ga., January 3, 1898.—Messrs. 

. Cc. Fisher, W. B. Berry and Others, 
Committee, Newnan, Ga.—Gentlemen: Your 
very kind invitation to the “possum sup- 
per at Newnan, Friday evening last, 
which was mailed December 27th, arrived in 
Mecon by due course of mail, as shown 
by the postmarks. Unfortunately the day 
before its arrival I had left the city for 
Washington, where I was called by urgent 
official business. I returned home Friday 
night. The next day being ‘New Year's,’ 
the offices were all closed and I did not 
come to mine until this (Monday) morning, 
when for the first time I have received the 
invitation, or known of the same. But for 
my absence I would, of course, have made 
prompt acknowledgment of your courtesy. 
Thanking vou for your kind remembrance, 
I am very truly yours.

G. A. Hamilton Tries To Kill His 
Wife on the Street, 


BYSTANDERS SAVE HER LIFE 


the Weapon, 


POLICE SEARCH FOR THE HUSBAND 


Hamilton Caught His Wife Around 
the Neck, Pressed His Pistol to 
Her Temple and Threatened 
To Fire—Mrs. Hamil- 

ton’s Escape. 


ITH ONE ARM around her neck 

W a4 with the cold muzzle of a pis- 

tol pressed against her temple, 
G. A. Hamilton would have in another 
moment blown his wife’s brains out on 
the street but for the timely appearance 
on the scene of two young men. 

The enraged husband felt a_ stinging 
blow in the face and he staggered away 
from his trembling wife and her life was 
saved. Then tthere ‘followed ta struggle 
for the weapon and for several minutes 
there was enacied upon a public thorough- 
fare a scene which is rarely ever wit- 
nessed. 

The sensational episcde is the outcome 
of a long and bitter estrangement between 
Mr. and Mrs. Hamilton, and behind it all 
there is a story of absorbing interest. 
Several months ago the couple separated 
and ‘Mrs. Hamilton has been living with 
her parents at the corner of Hunter and 
Moore streets. Yesterday afternoon she 
went down town with an aunt to do some 
shopping. Returning just before dark, the 
aunt stopped at her home, a block nearer 
in than where Mrs. Hamilton resides. Bid- 
ding her aunt goodby, Mrs. Hamilton 
walked hurriedly toward her home alone. 
At the corner of Hunter and Moore 
streets a man was pacing about excitedly 
and he suddenly saw a woman coming 
down Hunter street. He slipped behind 
the gate and awaited her. 

Near the corner were two young men— 
Mr. Arthur Moss, a son of Patrolman 
Moss, and Mr. Tobe Strauss, who clerks 
at Hirsch Bros. They had walked from 
town together and were about to separate. 

Scized by a Maddened Husband. 
‘Mrs. Hamilton appeared on the scene 
and was in the act of stepping into the 
gate when she was suddenly seized. 

She looked around and beheld the face 
of her husband. 

She knew his act in taking hold of her 
was that of a desperate man and It took 
but a glance into his eyes to make her 
aware of the fact that her life was in 
danger. She struggled to free herself, but 
the arm only tightened around her throat, 
and in another moment a pistol’ was 
shoved into her face. The muzzle of the 
weapon was pressed close against her tem- 
ple. The frightened woman shuddered and 
closed her eyes. 

The two young men saw what was tak- 
ing place and Strauss sprang forward and 
struck Hamilton.a blow in the face which 
caused him to stagger back, surprised and 
dazed, 
Moss was by Strauss’s side and when 
he saw that Hamilton had recovered from 
the blow and was about to advance upon 
the woman again he caught hold of him 
and sent him reeling into the middle of 
the street. Mrs. Hamilton fell upon the 
sidewalk from weakness and fright. 
Moss rushed upon Hamilton and tried 
to take the pistol from him and there fol- 
lowed a terrible struggle for the weapon. 
Moss could feel Hamilton trying to cock 
the pistol, but he was prevented from do- 
ing so by Moss holding his hand under 
the hammer. Hamilton finally freed h!m- 
self from Moss and backed away. 
Standing out in the street, Hamilton 
pointed his pistol at Moss and told him 
if he did not leave he would kill him, 
Murder Was in His Heart. 
‘“T intend to kill that woman,”’ said Ham- 
ilton, “and if you don’t get out of the 
way I will kill you.” 
Moss tried to reason with the husband, 
but he was either too much under the 
influence of liquor or too angry to discuss 
the matter at all. He advanced toward 
Moss, still pointing the pistol. Seeing his 
wife lying upon the s'dewalk, he stopped 
and started to put the weapon back into 
his pocket. 
Moss lifted Mrs. Hamilton from the 
pavement, and, after doing so, and seeing 
that Hamilton had put his pistol away, he 
again tried to talk to him, but Hamilton 
pulled his pistol quickly from his pocket 
and kept Moss away from him. 
In the meantime Mrs. Hamilton had run 
into the house, and Hamilton, seeing ,that 
the woman had escaped him for the time 
being, walked off, saying he would “get 
her later.” 
Moss and a brother of Mrs. Hamilton's 
called at the police barracks soon after 
the occurrence and reported the affair to 
Captain Jennings. The police were notified 
to keep a lookout for Hamilton and arrest 
him. 


Were Unhappily Married. 
Hamilton was married to Miss Floy 
Thompson about eight years ago. They 
have one little child about seven years of 
age. He took to drink and about a year 
ago they separated. | 
Last spring Hamilton swore out a war- 
rant for the possession of a lot of house- 
hola furniture which was in Mrs. Hamil- 
ton’s possess'on, and which he claimed 
was his property. During the trial in the 
justice court there was quite a lively scene 
and Hamilton swore to, kil! her and every- 
body connected with the case.

in refusing to adopt the annual ap- 
Portionment sheet submitted by the finance 
committee has ruthlessly disturbed a little 
fishing party down among the everglades, 
where Crairman Ed Peters and AMerman 
Frank P. Rice, of the finance committee, 
have been gleefully chasing suckers for 
the last four days. 
When they awoke yesterday morning a 
telegram from Mayor Collier brought the 
urgent command to leave off fishing for 


the preseit for business more important 
at home. 


The action of council almost upset the 
members of the finance committee who 
did not go fishing. It came entirely un- 
expected. A strong effort will be made to 
pass the sheet as formulated at the ad- 
journed session Friday, but as to whether 
this will succeed is speculative. Some of 
the new members who voted against 
adoption Monday refuse to state what 
course they will pursue. Mayor Collier 
believes the sheet will go through without 
radical change. It is practically certain, 
however, a fight will be made on the ap- 
propriation of $30,000 as first payment on 
the purchase of the courthouse. 

Compiroller Goldsmith is powerless to 
pay bills, and the mayor has no authority 
to sign checks, and no money can be paid 
out until the apportionment sheet is passed 
by council. If adoption does not result 
from i‘riday’s meeting municipal creditors 
will have jo wait for their money until 
action is taken. 

Cannot Run the Department. 

Some of the heads of departments which 
suffered largest cuts are by no means sat- 
isfied with the recommendation of the 
finance committee. Colonel Park Wood- 
ward, superintendent of the waterworks, 
the pipe department of which was reduced 
$35,000 in view of the bond issue, says 
his department cannot be operated on this 
money. Said Colonel Woodward yesterday: 

‘I donot seehow wecanrun the water- 
works system as it should be with this 
money. I of course find no fault with the 
finance committee, but this is a big depart- 
ment and it takes lots of money to run it. 
Lest year it gave us $67,000, and we spent 
over $70,000, 
A debt of $2,000 brovght over from last 
year andj another of $1,900 from 15% for 
machinery wil) cut a geod slice out of this. 
3esides, our salarv list is cut $635, and I 
scarcely soe how we can meet it. They only 
give us $16,000 for coal], when it will cost 
$12,000 during the year. Of course we <an 
run on in some sort of way, but there can 
be no improvements and even no tapping 
aduting fihe wear, unless they give us 
more money, We intended to put in an- 
other steam pipe at Hemphill station in 
order to prevent cutting the water off 
from the city in case of accident to the 
first pipe, and there is no provision for 
that. We will have a hard time if the 
sheet is adopted as it stands.” 

Kick from Electric Light Men. 

The electric light officials are also dis- 
appointed because their department re- 
ceived a $5,000 decrease instead of an in- 
crease. 

“The finance committee is greatly mls- 
taken.” said one of the officials yesterday, 
“when they think the city does not need 
more lights. Instead of reduc'ng the pres- 
ent number about one hundred they should 
try to put lights in the dark suburbs, 
where hey are badly needed.”’ 

Mavor Collier takes an entirely different 
view of this question. Said he yesterday: 

“T think the city is well lichted in sev- 
eral places, particularly in the central por- 
tions..

THOUSANDS OF PARANOIACS 


An Fminent Expert Says, Live in the 
Greater City. 


ELECTROLYSIS 1S ANOTHER QUESTION 


Scientists Say the Electric Germ Is 
Ruining Brooklyn Bridge—Latest 
Gossip About Politics.

New York, January 18.—(Special.)—This 
@reater city is only just now reveling in 
two modern derangements already grown 
old in Atlanta. 

These century-end troubles are no less 
than the same which won honorable dis- 
tinction in Atlanta Quring the mellow days 
of the year just past—electrolysis and para- 
noja. They are like unto the faces of old 
friends to me, here amid the hurly- 
burly of the swift metropolis in the new 
scientific clothes which their sponsors have 
given them. 

I remember how, months ago, the genius 
of Mr. Flanagan, of the Decatur jail, wore 
off the edges of our wonder with his new 
invention of pAranoia. First, it was as a 
stranger come among us from foreign lands, 
speaking in an unknown tongue, but time 
and Flanagan and the plausible reasoning 
of Colonel Bill Glenn made it as familiar 
to us as the sight of the poor. We who 
toil for the press struggled with the sharp 
angles of Flanagan's copyrighted ailment 
until we could have turned it into a thesis 
as easily as we write of the gallantry of 
Cap Joyner. 

Icome to New York and they offer me for 
@ novelty Flanagan's old friend, paranoia. 
An up-to-date New York doctor, fourteen 
months behind Flanagan, has opened his 
startled eyes to find that we are as bad 
off as Mianagan’s friends say. He promotes 
the statement that if all New York’s pura- 
noiacs were penned up the state’s asylum 
wouldn't have space enough to ho!d them. 
They'd bulge out and spill paranoiacs over 
the sides. 

Then our ola Atianta friend, electrolysis, 
is feeding public alarm. Scientists of fame 
and etation have risen to sav that the sub- 
tle electric moth is biting away the fabrie 
of the Brooklyn bridge and that it ts but a 
question of time until the bridge will tum- 

le into East river, cut down by electrol- 
vsis. Mayor Collier may well have a care 
for his pipes, for the germ that can throw 
the Brooklyn bridge into the river will 
gnaw his stoutest mains into 
graters. If the electricians who stand at 
the top of the heap know their business, 
Mayor Callier did a wise thing in pointing 
out this danger. It cannot be doubted that 
it exists and is a menace to all the gas and 
water mains that lay in the wake of its 
Vagrant current. In all seriousness, if at- 
tention be not given to the trouble naw, I 
should say that tthe present counreil will 
hand down a legacy of trouble to their suc- 
cessors that will be disposed of only with 
qreat difllculty and cost. 

And@ Flanagan, if he must rest his claim 
of paranoia upon an incredulous communi- 
ty, should turn his eyes this way for he¥p. 
There are regiments of experte here who 
will tell him and a DeKalb county jury 
that paranoia is as common as measles, if 
not as caiching. 

Lawyer Bischoff, who has been one of the 
leading attorneys of this city, was ar- 
raigned this week for an inquirv into his 
sanity. ft was made clear that he was 
sane, yet insane. Just one part of his 
mental machinery had lost its balance; 
otherwise his mind was admirably poised 
and clear. Dr. Francis A. Utter, an emi- 
nent expert. pronounced the trouhte to he 
paranoia, and he sald it was as abundant 
throughout the body of society. “Al! the 
prisons and asylums of New York would 
not hold this city’s paranoiacs,”’ he said, 
on the stand. 

This thing of partial insanity wonld seem 
to be as common as raving lunacy, and a 
constant menace. Paranola, oftener than 
not, turns in the @irection of the dangerous 
and the peril is multiplied hy the perfect 
sanity of the subject in al! other respects. 
Again, unless we discredit the scientists. 
we must tei'eve that paranioacs are thick 
as files in summer, not only in New York, 
tut in Atlanta. 
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The question on everyvbody’s lips is: Will 
there be a drop in the scale of New York's 
morals as a result of the “fiberal’’ Tam- 
many ideas in the Croker administration? 
The rein of reform has curbed for three 
vears the revels of the Tenderloin: the 
Raines law has, in point of fact and not 
merely in theory, bridled tthe liquor traffic; 
there has been at least a heavy veil drawn 
over the gilded sin of the Tenderloin and 
the airy moths of that vicinity have sighel 
hecause the ‘‘Tenderloin was not what it 
once was.”’ These have found solace in the 
hope that the return of Tammany to 
power meant the return of the old wide 
open con-litions. Tammany was defeated 
upon the idea of reform in these shame- 
less features of the city’s life. Tammany 
rode back into power because the New 
York people were sick of reform and want- 
ed free rein once more. The logic of the 
situation is that they will get; at least a 
measure of the freedom they bargained 
for. Indecd, they say that, already the 
signs of Tenderloin rejuvenation are show- 
ing green above the surface. O!lq stagers 
predict a react‘on that will bring condi- 
tions even surpassing those of ante-reform 
days. No one can tell until the bent oat 
the new office holders is shown. They are 
too new in the harness to have given any 
evidence of their policy toward the ‘wine 
and women” of the Tenderloin. 

‘Frankly, it looks as though the greater 
number of New York people would prefer 
the morals of Paris to their own. The 
conquest of this continental idea has been 
a winning one in this e!ty. gaining e&tep 
by step new territory each day. The whole- 
some idea of what is proper to be seen 
en the stage and what is proper to be 
discussed among men and women has been 
shut up with the rubbish in the closet. 
At two notable dinners of the New "ne- 
“und societies of this city and Brooklyn, 
Which I had the pleasure of attending. 
the theme on every speaker's lips was tha 
dominating influence of the New England- 
ers, the sons of the Puritans, in every 
phase of New York life. However much 
these chiziren of the pilgrims have done 
in society and finance—and I believe Mr. 
J. Pierpont Morgan is one of them—they 
have lost a trick in stamping the Puritan 
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code of morals upon New York life. Down 
the ages as they have come the pleasures 
of New York life have diluted the Puritan 
rigid:ty and the Puritan sons have been 
powerless to stay the current of popular 
taste. 

This is not pessimism; it is merely a 
hint of conditions. It does not mean that 
New York life is wholly: bad, for there are 
countiess hundreds of pure homes where 
the ideal standards have not been low- 
ered and where woman, grand and true, 
presides a queen, untouched, untainted by 
the bent wf the hour.

Civili Service Examinations. 


For the information and guidance of per- 
sons desiring to take a competitive exam- 
ination for entry into the classffied service 
of the government, it is hereby promulgat- 
ed that the “United States civil service 
commission” has ordered that the usual 
dates for the reguiar semi-annual post- 
office, custom house and internal revenue 
examinations for 1898 be so changed as to 
allow the widest possible use of the first, 
second and th.rd grade basis series of ex- 
amination questions in all examinations of 
corresponding grades. This means that 
all spring examinations for the service 
named will be held during the time the 
departmental examinations are being coOn- 
ducted. The exact dates for each service 
cannot be fixed at this time, but it is safe 
to say that the postoffice, custom house 
and internal revenue examinations for the 
spring will be held between March loth, 
and April 25th, 1898. 

Forms of application are now ready to 
be furnished to applicants. it is pre- 
ferred that as far as practicable, as rela- 
tive to the postoffice, custom house and 
internal revenue examinations, app.icants 
make request in person for the necessary 
forms of application and information rel- 
ative to these examinations. 

No applications for the spring examtna- 
tions will be accepted unless filed in prop- 
er form by March 1, 1898. No exception 
will be made to this requirement. 


Extent of Classification. 


1. Postoffice Service—Under the rules, a 
postoffice is brought within the classified 
service immediately upon the establish- 
ment of free delivery (or “‘letter carrier’’) 
service, and al! persons therein are under 
civil service with the exception of the 
postmaster and his assistant. 

Cashiers are aiso. excepted from exam- 
ination when borne on the 
under the title of “cashier. “Cashiers” 
are emptoyed only at the itargest twenry- 
one pos @fices in the United States. 

2. Custom Hiouse Service—Under the 
presidential order of July 27, 1897, all cus- 
tom districts are included within the clas- 
sified service. There are 155 such districts. 

Revenue Service—Al!l internal 
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3. Internal 
revenue districts, of which there are sixty- 
three, are included in the classified ser- 
vice, 

Age Limitations. 

1. Postoffice Service—Clerk, eighteen years 
or over; letter carrier, between twenty- 
one and forty years. 

2. Custom House Service—All 
min.mum twenty years: no maximum, 

3. Internal Revenue Service--All grades, 
minimum twenty-one years: no maximum. 

The commission frequently receives let- 
ters from different parts of the country 
inclosing advertisements of individuals and 
bureaus clulming to have special informa- 
tion of value to applicants and special fa- 
cilities for prepar.ng them for civil ser- 
vice examinations. ‘The writers of these 
letters inquire whether, in the opinion of 
the commission, the claims of these indi- 
Viduals and bureaus are genuine or not. 
Attention is called to the fact that a pam- 
phiet of instructions, which is turnished to 
every applicant upon request. contains full 
information relative to applications, exam- 
inations, the method of marking papers 
and of certifying eligibles. It also contains 
sample questions of examinations for the 
postoftice, custom house and Internal reve- 
nue branches of the service. No person 
has any information concerning examina- 
tions of imuortance to applicants which 
cannot be obtained without cost from the 
pamphlet furnished by the commission. Al] 
claims to the contrary are therefore mis- 
representations.

Half Mile of Conduits Already Laid on 
Streets. 


THE WORKING FORCE IS TO BE ENLARGED 


Coustruction Company Will Multiply 
Its Force by Five and Will Rush 
Work to Completion. 


N a few days the Atlanta Siandard 

Telephone Company w':1 begin the 

work of putting in the telephones for 
the new system. 

Colonel Joe 8. James, who is now in New 
York in the interest of his company, will 
return ‘Monday and then the work of put- 
ting down the conduits will be rushed to 
completion. The contractors were wired 
yesterday that the cables for the wires 
would arrive in a few days. and as soon 
as they arrive the wires wil! be strung 
through the conduits and the telephones 
placed in the offices and residences of the 
subscribers. 

The Chattanooga company, which has 
the contract for furnishing a‘! the under- 
ground material, cannot supply the con- 
duits fast enough, but it is working 4 
large force of hands and in a few days 
will be shipping the material here in large 
quantities. 

Mr. James telegraphed from New York 
that George F. Payne & Co.. the contrac- 
tors who have the work of building the 
plant, will send down a large force of men 
when the material arrives and in a short 
time the officers of the company hope to 
have several hundred men at work on the 
streets. 

he work of laying the conduits is prog- 
ressing rap:dly. The work was started at 
Ivy street near the Gordon school building, 
which will de the exchange for the tele- 
phone company. The workmen have iaid 
the conduits up Edgewood avenue to 
Peachtree street. From there the work- 
men wiil branch off in three directions, 
one squad going up Whiiehall, another up 
Marietta and another up Peachtree, In 
three weeks the company will have work- 
men on every street in the business por- 
tion of the city and it w'l!l require but a 
short time to lay the conduits in the fire 
district. Of course the underground work 
is the largest task of putting in the plant. 
When the work is finished inside the fire 
limits ‘it will progress with wonderful 
rapidity, as the wires will be strung on 
poles beyond the fire lim?ts. 

The telephones will be placed in the busi- 
ness part of the city first.

Yet the sun, 
when compared with its true peers, the 
stars, fs not only not of extraordinary size, 
but in ail probability is oniy to be ranked 
among the medium self-luminous bodies 
which sparkje in “heaven’s ebon vault.” 
And because of its spottedness it has a 
place (although a humble one) among the 
“variable” stars. 

The ‘shining shel!l,”’ as Miss Clerke terms 
it, seen through a piece of well smoked 
glass, is termed the “photesphere”’ We 
thus perceive its actual diameter, although 
it seems much smaller than our conception 
of it, because the fierce glare has been neg- 
atived by the shoJe glass. If we concede 
that the sun is gaseous, the photosphere 
may be regarded as a sort of skin, or erust, 
of incandescent clouds, through wh'ch are 
constantly breaking the geyser-like uprush- 
es Of metallic vapors, which expend their 
energies as far above the sun, sometimes, 
as the moon is distant from the earth. 
Environing the photesphere, as the atmos- 
phere surrounds the earth, but vastly - 
er, ts the “chromosphere.”” Seen in the 
spectroscope it resembles a delicate but 


brilliant rim about the solar globe: and the

How the Ancients Cooked. 

At a very early period the oriertals were 
familiar with a kind of pastry, a m'‘xture 
of flour. oil and honey. and for centuries 
pastry making went no further, even 
among the nations in the south of Europe, 
says The Gentleman's Magazine. But in 
the beginning of the middie ages a change 
began to take place in the method of 
mixing the ingredients, and some other 
substances were brovent into use. Butter, 
ergs, and salt found their way into pastry- 
making, and the resu‘t was a manifest im- 
provement. Paste next came to be used 
as an inclosure for meat, seasoned with 
sp'ces, etc. 

Afterwards it went a step further, the 
next use being for the imclosure of creams, 
fruit. preserves, etc., and later still it began 
to take the many fanciful shapes in which 
it has since been commonly found. In the 
early stages of English cookery the pastry 
cases were called coffins, or “coffyner,”’ 
and were made in various sizes from “gre: 
coffynes with love liddes” for the “tartes 
of fhlesche,”’ to the “‘smalle coffynes” for 
‘tartolettes’” of “fische or Mesche,”’ mixed 
with “stuf of boviled fiezes ground and 
good powdure and spices.” 

Petruchio, in “The Taming of the Shrew,” 
it may here be noted, calls a little cap “a 
custard coffin.’’ These coffins correspond 
with the “vol-au-vent’’ of today. The art 
of making very light pastry, such as puff 
paste, is probably a modern one, but pastry 
of eeveral kinds was anciently used. For 
meat pastry butter was dissolved in bolling 
water, and worked into a soft mass with 
fine flour.

The soldier had been in the city during 
the afternoon and was within two hundred 
yards of the post when he was fired upon. 

Six shots were fired, two bullets taking 
effect, one in the abdomen and the other 
in the lungs. 

A few minutes later he was picked up 
by several members of company B. 

Nobles was carried to the post uncon- 
scious and at 3 o'clock this morning the 
surgeons at the post did not believe the 
wounded man could survive the night. He 
had not regained consciousness at that 
hour and had not been able to tell any- 
thing about the tragedy, 

Bloodhounds were put on the trail of the 
assailants, but no arrests had been made 


‘up to-midnight. The woods near the fort 


were c6earched by soldiers and citizens 


and the shooting caused much excitement 
and alarm. 

The shooting occurred almost directly in 
front of the residence of Dr. W. L. Gil- 
bert. Dr. Gilbert was not at home at the 
time. but Mre. Gthort, who was in the 
parlor, heard six shots. “ih Ser yvaers 

A telephone was sent to the 
police barracks in the city and the officers 
at the fort asked that every effort b> made 
to identify and arrest the assailants. 

About an hour after the shooting a tele- 
phone message was received from the fort 
asking that bloodhounds be sent out im- 
mediately. This request was complied with. 

It was stated last night that Nobles had 
been drinking during the afternoon, and 
by some it was believed that he had en- 
gaged in a fight with some of the soldiers, 
but at the fort this rumor was denied. 
The shooting was done with a thirty-eight 
caliber pistol. The 
rapid succession ami attracted a large 
crowd of excited citizens and soldiers in 
a few minutes, but the body was not found 
for several minutes.

STATE SAVINGS 


IN COURT AGAIN 


Judge Lumpkin Hears the Stockholders’ 
Demurrers Yesterday, 


THE DECISION WAS RESERVED 


Stiff Blcws Aimed at the Suit of Re- 
ceiver Ripley. 


MANY INTRICATE LAW POINTS ARE INVOLVED 


It is Claimed Mr. Ripley Had the 

Right To File His Suits as Re- 

' . iver Under the Law. 
yl day yesterday in tne superior court in 
hearing a branch of the NMtigation 
growing out of the recent failure of the 
State Savings bank. 

The sensational facts about the failure 
of th's bank are still fresh in the public 
mind. Mr. T. J. Ripley was appointed as 
receiver to wind up its affairs and make 
distribution among creditors. Under the 
charter of the bank each of its stock- 
holders is Hable for the ultimate payment 
of the debts of the bank to an amount 
equal to the facé value of the stock held 
by him therein. 

In order to realize on this statutory la- 
bility Mr. Ripley, as receiver, brought a 
general suit to the last term of the su- 
perior court against all the stockholders 
alleging that each one of them held go 
much stock in the defunct bank and was 
bound under {ts charter to pay in an 
amount equal to his stock. 

To this suit the stocKho'ders filed their 
demurrers on various grounds and thus 
many new and intricate questions of law 
were raised for Judge Lumpkin’s determi- 
nation. The stockholdgrs contended in the 
first place that the receiver had no legal 
capacity to bring the suit; that the statu- 
‘tory ability was one flowing directly from 
the stockholders to the creditors and was 
not an asset of the bank. They also con- 
tended that Mr. Ripley was not authorized 
by the court under which he held his 
commission as receiver to bring such @ 
suit. 


Another contention was that the suit 
brought by Mr. Ripley was a legal action 


UDGE LUMPKIN was engaged all 


and all the stockholders could not be 
joined as defendants therein, but that a 
separate sult should have been brought 


against each stockholder, provided the 
stockholders are liable at all. The stock- 
holders also demurred on the ground that 
their liability was an ultimate one and 
that the receiver should have first thor- 
oughly exhuusted the assets of the bank 
before bringing the suit. They also con- 
tended that they were not liable to the 
amount of the full face value of their 
stock, but were liable severally and rate- 
ably only in the proportion which the 
debts of the bank bear to its capital stock.

Spots were off 102d; middling 
unlands 3 3-l6éd; receipts 11,000 bales, all 
of which were American. Unfavorable Liv- 
erpool news, serious aspects of the New 
Liuglend strike and liberal movement were 
deoressing features of the market. Open- 
ing sales in New York were at a decline 
oF to 2 to 2 po:nts from yesterday’s close. 
An uneasy feeling preva.is, particularly 
bs discouraged holders, and upon the an- 
nouncement of liberal receipts at the ports 
they commenced to liquidate. Prices had 
little suppcrt. and a further decline of 2 
to 3 poin.s wes recorded. A prominent ex- 
port house sold freely at the decline, which 
assisted the market in its downward course, 
the final sales being practically at the low- 
est point for the day, and about 6 to 7 
points under yesterday's close. A fair 
investment demand continues, but not 
sufficient to absorb all offerings. Semi- 
weekly receipts 65,000 bales; shipments 13,000 
bales, against 6,000 last year and 35,000 
bales in 1895—the big crop year. Estimated 
port receipts 41.000 bales, against 21,029 last 
year and 052,512 bales in 1895.

Atlanta, January 18.—The market showed 
a decline of from 2 to 3 points at the 
opening from closing prices of yesterday. 
The cable news showed that Liverpool] had 
decline % point in futures and 1-324 in 
spots; sales 10,000 bales; tone quiet. 
satisfactory cables and the labor trouble 
in the east caused tired holders to liquidate 
at the opening, and in consequence the 
market lost from 2 to 3 points shortly after 
the opening. There is nothing encouraging 
today from the east in regard to the strike, 
and the operatives are very determined 
in their combined efforts to resist the cut 
in wages. The situation in the south as 
regards the manufacturing industry ig 
very satisfactory, and the outlook for the 
future is most encouraging. This in a 
measure Offsets the gloomy outlook in the 
east. The recession in prices that has 
taken place in the last few days tends to 
strengthening the position of the staple. 
Meantime the investment is slowly, but 
Surely expanding.

CROP ADVICES EXCELLENT 


Coarser Grains Were Slow but Firm 
with Wheat—Provisions Helped 
by Higher Hog Prices. 


Chicago, January 18.—For the third day 
in succession wheat was influenced almost 
entirely by Liverpool. ‘he sharp advance 
in that market as a result of unfavorabie 
Argentine and India news caused an open- 
ing advance of %e in May, and that ad- 
vance was also shown at the close. A 
feature was the buying of July by the bull 
clique brokers and an advance of %c in 
that option. Corn and oats were dull, and 
closed a shade lover. Provisions made 
small advances and had the best trade in 
a week. 

‘Wheat got a good send off from the early 
cable news. May was wanted at from 91% 
to 91%c at the opening, against W7%@9ic 
at the close the previous day. 
pceol quotations were advanced %d per 
cental over night, and the reason given for 
it comprised several items of considerable 
importance. The poorer crop prospects in 
India were mentioned as the chief item. 
Heavy rains in Argentina were reported to 
be unfavorable for wheat, and the continent 
was said to be taking the arrived cargo 
and off coast in the United Kingdom. 
London quoted cargoes on passage and off 
coast 3d to 6d higher. The only discord 
in the foreign markets was that Paris 
reported 5 centimes reduction in the price 
of flour and 10 centimes in wheat. Min- 
neapolis and Duluth receipts were 300 cars, 
against 878 the week before and 268 the 
similar day of 1897. Chicago got 63 cars, 
two of which were contract. Advices from 
the northwest were to the effect that with 
splendid roads farmers were delivering 
very little and country elevators were being 
gradually emptied by the inducements be- 
ing offered in the way of premiums for 
cash wheat over futures. Considerable 
activity was imparted to the dealings in 
July by the buying of that future by 
Allen-Grier agairst sales for May. The 
operation was supposed to represent the 
taking in of spreads for a group of St. 
Iouls speculators. July opened at 8le and 
was advanced to 8214c by the undoing of the 
St. Louis spread. and May, which did not 
get above 91%@91%c, dropped back to 914gc, 
while July was making the rise. Brad- 
street’s report of the world’s visible made 
a decrease of 1,631,000 bushels in stocks east 
of the Rockies and 200,000 bushels decrease 
in and afloat for Europe. The reduction on 
the corresponding week of last year was 
4,000,000 bushels. The market weakened 
on that showing of small reduction in 
Europe, notwithstanding the diminishing 
world’s shipments during the last few 
weeks. The Liverpool market closed with 
some of its early advance wiped out, and 
that also helped to undo the bullish senti- 
ment that had ruled the proceedings up to 
12 o’clock. Primary market receipts were 
346,570 bushels, against 250,383 bushels tre 
year before. Atlaatic seaboard clearances 
of wheat and flour were equal to 427,000 
bushels. July sold at 82%c at the close 
and May, after dropping to $1%c, rallied 
and closed at 915s,@91l'4c.

“It is said that one of the balances of

Half or two-thirds of the women nowadays 
are nervous to the verge of hysterics, 
and this tendency is inereasing. It is true 
that this condition is largely the result of 
noise, or rather the result of the repres- 
s:on of feeling. Think how shocked every- 
body in a street car would be if every wo- 
man in the car sereamed when the gong 
clanged and clanged and clanged unece: 
sarily, as it frequetly does. And yet nearly 
all the women who travel in cars feel like 
doing that. This constant repression has 
its bad effect on men as wel as on WO- 
men, but men aren’t so delicately organ:z- 
ed, so sensitive to sound an so on. 

‘This condition of extreme nervousness 
in woman is a complex condition and is 
due to other things besides noise. Most of 
it is due to want of sleep and rest. There 
is more real work in the treadmill of 
pleasure than there is in the washtub. I 
wish women could be made to realize that 
crime and punishment grow out of one 
stem. Many of them devote themselves s0 
entirely to pleasure these daya that it 
is actually criminal, To do anything that 
hurts one physically is aimost criminal. 
Henfy Ward Beecher was exactly right 
when he said it was a sin to be sick, for 
it showed plainly that some law of nature 
had been violated. Dmersom was quite 
right when he said: ‘Punishment is a fruit

The club women of Denver recently edited 
a Christmas number of The Rocky Moun- 


tain News, the proceeds of the venture go- | 


ing toward a fuhd ‘to be used for the_in- 
troduction of “‘art’’ in the Denver public 
schools. The paper from every standpoint 
was a brilliant success, reflecting great 
credit upon the women managers. Among 
the articles creating wide comment was the 
editorial written by Mrs. Sarah 8S. Platt, 
president of the Denver Woman's Nub, in 
which she compares the relative good ac- 
complished by men’s clubs and women 


clubs. Mrs. Platt writes as follows: 

“ «But do you know anything about men’s 
clubs?’ asked the chief of the staff vf the 
gieat Christmas News, extracting a pencil 
from her big coil of brown hair and biting 
the point in perplexity, at the request, 
made with sucn confidence, to be allowed 
to write upon the above-mentioned topie. 
‘Of course not,’ responded the aspiring jour- 
nalist; ‘neither ago men know anything 
about our clubs, but they write of them, 
all the same.’ 

“However, we forgive that liberty, for 
there is really something to tell concerning 
women’s clubs, but there can be no reason 
why one should write of men’s ciubs. 
Their daily doings are records simply of 
eating and drinking, reading newspapers 
and smoking, and an absolute dead level 
of selfish enjoyment. We all remember the 
great meeting of the Knights Templars in 
this city some years since; how we illu- 
minated and decorated and entertained and 
gave the -city over to the visitors with 
heart and hand. ‘After the splendid street 
pageant, then what do you do” asked a 
hostess of one of the prominent Sir Knights 
who was her guest. ‘Oh,’ responded he, 
thoughtfully, ‘I suppose we decide where to 
hold the next conclave.’ To spend $100,000 
and travel over half a continent, and all to 
decide where to have the next meeting! 
But we do not object in the least to men’s 
clubs, nor criticise their organizations, on- 
ly sometimes we wish you would ‘come over 
into Macedonia’ and heip us.

We. give Pastor Uzzell 
$75 for his Christmas dinner, and 100 wo- 
men go down to the tabernacle next Tues- 
day to help give food and cheer to 2,000 
hungry children; $30 goes to help furnish 
free beds and baths at Salvation Army 
headquarters—for men, mind you; to 
Mrs. Peck’s mission; $5 to Working Boys’ 
home: $20 to Ladies’ Relief home, to make 
a bright Christmas. All the toys and dolls 
for the Home for Dependent Children, the 
Orphans’ home and the Kitchen Garden 
children are furnished from the woman's 
club—a good sum of money for some indi- 
vidual cases. The dinner. Christmas tree 
and entertainment for the sixty children 
at the Day nursery, books, magazines and

Mr. J. B. Huff Left for Cave Springs

The deaf ‘and dumb persons of Georgia 
are to be taught the art of printing. Mr. 
John Bradford Huff, of th’s city, left yes- 
terday morning for Cave Spring, where he 
Gees to superintend the work of placing 
the handsome new press and printing out- 
fit in the Deaf and Dumb institute. 

Mr. Huff represents the printers’ supply 
company which soll the outfit to Superin- 
tendent Connors, of the institute. He said 
that the press which he would put in at 
the school is a large job press with a ca- 
pacity of printing papers and circulars 
22x14 inches. 

The printing department is an entirely 
new departure for the asylum. The  in- 
mates there have been taught everything 
possible before this. but the art of setting 
type will be a valuable addition to their 
other studies.. The purpose of the print- 
ing department is to turn out practical 
printers from the institute. 

The management of the asylum bel‘eves 
that the deaf and dumb inmates will make 
the most perfect printers. They are very 
exact in everything, and when once they 
learn anyth'ng they never forget it. If 
Given anything to copy, they reproduce ft 
in the minutest details. They never forget 
the way to speil a word, and it is believed 
that they would make expert printers. 

The introduction of a printing press 
the school for the deaf and dumb will 
change the mode of instruction very ma- 
terially. It is thought that handling type 
and seeing every letter separate will be a 
great a'd tothe teachers in teaching them 
spelling and word building. The main ob- 
ject of the institute is to teach the unfor- 
tunates some trade by which they can 
earn a livelihoog and make their condition 
miserable.

ard Lee, who came over to Virginia in the 
reign of Charies I as secretary to the 
colony and member of the king’s privy 
ouncil. 
"His father. General Henry Lee (‘Light 
Horse Harry’). was three times chosen 
governor of Virginia and he represented 
Westmoreland in the Virginia convention 
which ratified the federal constitution af- 
ter a severe struggle, in which Patrick 
Henry used his eloquence to defeat it. 
He was a writer as well as a revolutionary 
soldier. who during the revolutionary war 
commanded Lee’s legion, under Gineral 
Greene, in the southern department of the 
United States and wrote his “Memoirs” of 
that war. He delivered the funeral ora- 
tion of General Washington in congress, 
and the resolution he drew up on this wec- 
easion contained the celebrated _ words, 
“First in war, first in peace, first in the 
hearts of his countrymen.” 

He was born at Stratford on the Poto- 
mac, Westmoreland county, Virginia, on 
January 19, 1807. His mother was Anne 
Hill Carter, daughter of Mr. Charles Car- 
ter of Shirley, on the James river. His 
father was twice married, first to Miss Lee 
and then to Miss Carter. a virginia aristo- 
crat of the bluest of blood. 

History knows Robert E. Lee as the sol- 
dier: only his friends knew him as the 
man—the Christian gentleman. Perhaps no 
man ever had a surer claim to that titie 
than he. In his civil. social and domestic 
relations—as citizen, friend, husband, fatn- 
er and instructor of the young—he was 
without flaw or stain. He never stooped to 
meanness. One of his biographers said of 
him: “A broad, unsophisticated, child-like, 
mediaeval nature was his, infinitely uplift- 
ed, gloriously enlightened by modern cul- 
ture and all the graces and amenities of 
a true Christian discipleship. His virtues, 
like bis religion, were of large, simple, 
antique mold.”
